GOVERNOR CARTER ESXPLAINS
TERRITORY'S ATTITUDE IN THE
INCOME TAX MATTER.

Governor Carter has written a letter
to the Hilo Board of Trado on the In- -

como tax proposition. He refers to
the cose brought by Kauai county, to
force collections of Income taxes 'there
Instead of here, so that Knual would
get half instead of Onhu, and snys
that tho Territorial attorney general
did not appear In tho enso in beh.ilf
of tho county of Onhu, but to defend
tho Territorial tnx assessor, who was
sued. Tho matter of apportioning the
taxes to tho different counties is one
for the legislature, says tho governor.
and ho concludes ills letter hs follows:

'Now, rightly or wrongly, Onhu had
previously received tho bulk of the In-

come tnx, and tho representatives from
Hawaii, Mnul nnd Kauai, who could
have controlled tho matter, so far ns
I am nwnro rnlsed no objection to such
n method of proportioning the rev-
enues. Tlio proportion proposed was
agreed upon nnd carried out, nnd now
It appears that their constituents nro
dissatisfied.

"This d6os not surprise me, for not
ono of the islands would care to have
the exnctlons or contributions taken
from its wealth spent for tho benefit
of any other county. But Instead of
complaining against the Territory or
Its attitude In tho matter, It would ap
pear only fair that they should blame
their own representatives.

"I have always endeavored 'to tho
best of my ability to act Justly nnd
fairly between tho Islands, and I hope
that perhaps some day this will be
realized and appreciated.
